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New Smyrna Joins the Army 


(St. Augustine Record) 


New Smyrna has joined the 


ranks of municipalities working 
under the commission-manager 
form of government. This event 
is of more than ordinary inter- 
est in Florida because of the 
fact that there 
are several 


other communities about the 
same size as New Sm/ffia figur- 
ing on taking the same' step. 
The question arose during the 
recent campaign at New Smyr- 
na- as to whether the commis- 
sion-manager form would work 
out satisfactorily in a place the 
size of New Smyrna. Those op- 
posed to the charter change 
said it was all very well for 
communities the size of Tampa, 
Tallahassee, Orlando, Daytona, 
West Palm Beach, Sanford and 
St. Augustine, but would not 
•work in a smaller town. Now 
will come a^ practical demon- 
stration of the value of this 
system of civic government and 
the eyes of the state will neces- 
sarily be turned toward New 
Smyrna as a manifestation of 
the interest left in the outcome 
of the new venture. It is not to 
be presumed from this state- 
ment that there are not many 
communities 
in the 
United 


States much smaller than New 
Smyrna that have found the 
commission-manager plan a so- 
lution of -almost all municipal 
troubles. New Smyrna is for- 
tunate in having much valuable 
material to draw from in the 
selection of a commission, who 
in turn will be called upon to 
engage a city manager. We 
take the liberty of offering the 
suggestion that the electors of 
New Smyrna are in duty bound 
to select for the commission on- 
ly such men as are known to be 
in active and thorough sympa- 
thy with the eommission-mana- 
"ger plan; and who will undoubt- 
edly da their best to carry out 
the provisions of the very excel- 
lent charter that has now been 
adopted and will go into effect 
the first of the new year. New 
Smyrna may well be said to 
have a new municipal vision, 
and certainly there is no com- 
munity more happily situated 
or more generously endowed 
by nature where so much can 
be done to make it thoroughly 
attractive and beautiful. This 
of course is aside entirely from 
the direct 
benefits that are 


bound to accrue from a very 
simple and 
effective business 


administration. 


Throughout the recent elec- 


tion in New Smyrna on the 
adoption of a new charter pro- 
viding for the commission-man- 
ager form of civic government 
the two newspapers in that 
town were divided, the News 
being for the change and the 
Breeze opposed to the charter. 
The Breeze has proved to be a 
good loser. Editor J. J. Birch 
in last week's issue says that 
it is up to New Smyrna citizens 
to unite their energies in the 
upbuilding of their community 
and 
in the 
coming election 


when the first board of com- 
missioners will be chosen, to 
select strong men of good judg- 
ment, who will 
be able to 


stand criticism and put over a 
progressive policy of municipal 
development. This is a splen- 
did attitude and Editor Birch 
is on the right track. 
New 


Smyrna's fight for the better 
form of government has not 
yet been won; on December 28 
it will be up to the friends of 
the new charter to see to it 
that only friends of that char- 
ter are elected as commission- 
ers. 
In bringing this to pass 


it is evident that both newspa- 


charter board known to be in 
sympathy with the commission- 
manager plan, success will be 
assured and welfare of New 
Smyrna still further advanced.

Turkish Capital the Most "Wide 


Open" of Cities. 


Nominally Under Allied Control, Thert 


Is No Interference With Any Form 


of Revelry That Could Be 


Thought Of. 


Constantinople now combines all the 


frenzy of a new mining camp and a 
world seaport. It's "the end of the 
trail" for all the Balkan states and 
everything west of Suez on tie Medi- 
terranean. 


Caucasian oil men, Donetz Basin 


miner's, Anatolian sheep and cattle 
kings, Greek war millionaires ana Sy- 
rian merchants rush to Constantinople 
to pop champagne in proof of their 
success. Soldiers and'sailors of half 
e dozen nations' swell the population 
and add to the cosmopolitan aspect (if 
the streets and pleasure resorts. 


Under allied occupation the city has 


become a wilder place than it was un- 
der the Turks. 
There are no civil 


courts. 
None of the allies desire to 


assume responsibility for reforms oth- 
er than are necessary to safeguard 
life. 
Italian, French and 
British 


troops co-operate with the Turkish 
gendarmerie in keeping order. 
But 


everybody's job is nobody's job. Con- 
sequently Constantinople is a very 
wide-open town. Midnight closing is 
enforced pretty generally, but until 
that hour there is little interference 
with dance halls, gambling dives anc 
redlight districts unless murder 
committed. 


Leadville and Goldfield in their diz 


ziest days never offered anything 
wilder than certain sections of Con 
stantinople, where jazz bands vie with 
Neapolitan 
orchestras and 
tsigane 


singers in their efforts to attract way 
farers into the beer tunnels and danci 
halls filled to overflowing with thi 
painted women of many nationalities 


Half a dozen summer gardens offe 


vaudeville programs which attrac 
thousands of persons every night wh< 
seem to have far more interest in the 
drinks and restless crowds than in 
the Russian prlma donnas and bare- 
legged dancers whose art is usually 
as meager as their attire. 
Turks 


Arabs, Bedouins, Egyptians and As 
Syrians, gorgeously clad in native cos 
tumes, elbow their way among Cos 
sacks and Georgians whose uniform 
are far more brilliant than their re- 
cent military achievements. 


Coal-black 
French 
colonials, re- 


splendent in red fezzes and green kha 
ki, mingle with Sikhs and Punjabi 
whose long hair and many-colore( 
headdresses are wrapped in sombei 
brown. Civilians, soldiers and sailors 
from all parts of the world are hope 
lessly jumbled together In Constant! 
nople crowds and are so busy looking 
at - each other that tenors from the 
Petrograd opera, naughty French sing 
ers from Montmaitre and Austrian 
strong-jawed ladies claim but slighi 
attentlori. 


Constantinople itself 
Is a grand 


pageant every day. Its main thor 
oughfare, Rue Grand Pera, is more 
fascinating than any scene which pro 
ducers ever can hope to stage. Camel 
drivers lead their patient trains, bur 
dened with charcoal, through the ma2e 
of street cars, shrieking army motor 
cars and carriages, piloted over the 
rough paving at .breakneck speed by 
Turkish hostlers who crack their whips 
and shout constantly at high pitch to 
.pedestrians who venture off the nar- 
row sidewalks. 


Turks mounted on tiny donkeys 


move indifferently through this mael- 
strom. Occasionally Turkish peasants 
drive a flock of sheep or turkeys into 
this swirl of traffic and serene oxen 
draw heavy carts along at a pace 
so slow that drivers of military cami- 
ons curse them in 10 languages. 


The narrow, crooked streets of Con- 


stantinople are ill-suited to motor traf- 
fic and the slow-going fatalistic Turk 
is little inclined to change his pace. 
Consequently there are many acci- 
dents and the indifference with which 
foreign military cars are driven has 
done much to'intensify Turkish hatred 
of foreigners. 


Few American Linguists. 


According to the Interchurch World 


movement, thirty-two different lan- 
guages besides English are spoken in 
New York city by some 1,700,000 peo- 
ple; but, in spite of our polyglot city 
populations, native Americans are Sel- 
dom gifted as linguists. The lines of 
class distinction in America, although 
elastic, ace more of a handicap in that 
respect than Ihey are in Europe.

CHINESE HAVE 


DAY OF THANKS 


The moon feast Is one of the most 


popular and widely spread of all the 
Chinese pagan festivals. It has many 
of the characteristics of tie ancient 
moon-worship ceremonies of Syria and 
Phoenicia, and it comes as near to be- 
ing a thanksgiving festival as any 
heathen feast could ever expect to be, 
celebrating the iugathering of the har- 
vest. To the masses of the Chinese, 
however, there appears to be but a 
faint idea of genuine thanksgiving 
connected with this moon feast It la 
siii.pl.v the remnant of an ancient In- 
stitution, coming down from the re- 
motest antiquity as a meaningless 
act of nature worship. It is possible 
that in the beginning, among-the early 
Chinese people, the moon festival may 
have -been less pagan and more char- 
acterized by feelings of thankful re- 
joicing than it is at present. However 
that umS' be, no wiser choice could 
have been made by the missionaries 
in China toward establishing a genuine 
national Thanksgiving feast than the 
selection of the day of the popular 
moon feast. 


The moon feast was first proclaimed 


a thanksgiving festival in 1906 at Wu- 
chnn;, where the large church was 
filled with » well-ordered crowd of 
Chinese, lo'ebrntltig for the first time 
the 
n-u-ly 
appointed 
thanksgiving 


day. 
The sacred building was beau- 


tifully adorned, with offerings of staple 
articles of Chinese diet, like beans, 
rice, millet and other grains, not to 
spenk of pomegranates, pears, apples, 
wine, salt and flour. 


Wuchang is a great city of nearly a 


million inhabitaii's, situated far up 
rtie Yang-tse-Kiang, in tlie heart "of 
China. 
Its central position, among 


the teeming myriads of heathen Chi- 
nese, renders it a good point for the 
spread of helpful and uplifting Ideas 
and truths, and in view of the readi- 
ness of the Chinese at home to adopt 
the best things presented to them for 
their own good, it is expected that the 
old moon feast will be gradually 
adopted, in its newly baptized form, 
as the 
national thanksgiving day 


among the 2,000,000 or 3,000,000 of 
Chinese at present under the influence 
of Christianity, and in this way also 
gradually become the national thanks- 
giving day among the votaries of 
Buddhism, Confucianism, and Taoism, 
in the course of their emancipation 
from the grosser features of these 
time-honored religions.

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PROCLAMATION 


INVOLVES WORK 


It has been customary In recent 


years for the Department of State to 
draft each Thanksgiving proclama- 
tion. 


After the draft has been O. K.'d by 


the President it is handed to the State 
department's expert penman, who in 
his copper-plate eliirogrnphy writes it 
upon a larjre vheet nf excellent parch- 
ment, which Is pent to the President 
for his signature, and then returned 
to the State department to be signed 
by the secretary of state. 
Next It 


must be impressed with the great seal 
of the United States, whose custodian 
Will refnse to place it even upon so 
Important a document unless author- 
ized to do so by a formal warrant 
signed by the President, for the use 
of the great seal nr the possession of 
an impression thereof without the 
Chief Executive's written authority is 
a grave offense, punishable by law. 
Indeed, the great seal—which was 
made by a Jeweler at a cost of $10,000 
and which is kept locked in a great 
rosewood case—is the, most sacred in- 
strument used by the government 


Having had this hallowed cipher of 


the republic pressed into it, the new 
Thanksgiving 
proclamation is filed 


away 
in 
the 
State 
department 


archives, later to be bound in Its 
chronological order, with other accu- 
mulated proclamations. 


Uncle Sam takes all of these tech- 


nical paing merely to retain the hand- 
somely written proclamation as Ms 
own souvenir. But before the Instru- 
ment has been filed away a typewrit- 
ten copy is sent to the State depart- 
ment's official printer, who has a shop 
of his own in the basement of our for- 
eign office. 
His printed copies are 


given to the newspapers or to anyone 
who wishes. 


Each of the state governors must 


also be sent an exact copy, but the de- 
partment's strict code of etiquotte de- 
mands that these copies must not be 
printed. They are typewritten and 
signed by the President's and secre- 
tary of state's own hands. Each gov- 
ernor then seconds this move of the 
President in appointing the annual 
feast day of thanks and prayer and, 
in their turn, the mayors of cities now 
generally second the move of their 
governors. 
By such Indirect means 


flees the prompting of the nation's 
thanks theoretically reach the people, 
who actually receive it directly from 
the President himself through that 
eliminator 
of red-tape delays—the 


daily newspaper. 
In some localities 


the bishops receive the proclamation 
from the governors and hand it down 
In circular form to the lesser clergy, 
who read it from their pulpits upon 
the Sabbath following its issuance. In 
parts of New' England it is still the 
custom to read the proclamation from 
the pulpit on two successive Sundays. 


These infinite pains are taken, de- 


spite the fact that there is nothing in 
the federal statute authorizing a Pres- 
ident to set apart such a holy day. 
But the proclamations make the holi- 
day legal.

(St. Augustine Record) 


New Smyrna has joined the 


ranks of municipalities working 
under the commission-manager 
form of government. This evem 
is of more than ordinary inter- 
est in Florida because of the 
fact that there 
are several 


other communities about the 
same size as New Sm/fna figur- 
ing on taking the same' step 
The question arose during the 
recent campaign at New Smyr 
na- as to whether the commis 
sion-manager form would work 
out satisfactorily in a place the 
size of New Smyrna. Those op 
posed to the charter change 
said it was all very well for 
communities the size of Tampa 
Tallahassee, Orlando, Daytona 
West Palm Beach, Sanford anc 
St. Augustine, but would no 
•work in a smaller town. Now 
will come a^ practical demon 
stration of the value of this 
system of civic government anc 
the eyes of the state will neces 
sarily be turned toward New 
Smyrna as a manifestation o: 
the interest left in the outcome 
of the new venture. It is not to 
be presumed from this state- 
ment that there are not many 
communities in the Unitec 
States much smaller than New 
Smyrna that have found the 
commission-manager plan a so 
lution of -almost all municipa 
troubles. New Smyrna is for- 
tunate in having much valuable 
material to draw from in the 
selection of a commission, who 
in turn will be called upon to 
engage a city manager. 
We 


take the liberty of offering the 
suggestion that the electors 01 
New Smyrna are in duty bound 
to select for the commission on 
ly such men as are known to be 
in active and thorough sympa- 
thy with the eommission-mana- 
•ger plan and who will undoubt- 
edly da their best to carry ou1 
the provisions of the very excel- 
lent charter that has now been 
adopted and will go into effee 
the first of the new year. New 
Smyrna may well be said to 
have a new municipal vision 
and certainly there is no com- 
munity more happily situatec 
or more generously endowed 
by nature where so much can 
be done to make it thoroughly 
attractive and beautiful. This 
of course is aside entirely from 
the direct 
benefits that are 


bound to accrue from a very 
simple and 
effective busines: 


administration. 


Throughout the recent elec- 


tion in New Smyrna on the 
adoption of a new charter pro- 
viding for the commission-man- 
ager form of civic government 
the two newspapers in that 
town were divided, the News 
being for the change and the 
Breeze opposed to the charter. 
The Breeze has proved to be a 
good loser. Editor J. J. Birch

success. Soldiers and sailors of half 
s dozen nations swell the population 
and add to the cosmopolitan aspect (if 
the streets and pleasure resorts. 


Under allied occupation the city has 


become a wilder place than it was un- 
der the Turks. There are no civil 
courts. None of the allies desire to 
assume responsibility for reforms oth- 
er than are necessary to safeguard 
life. 
Italian, 
French 
and British 


troops co-operate with the Turkish 
gendarmerie in keeping order. 
But 


everybody's job is nobody's job. Con- 
sequently Constantinople is a very 
wide-open town. 
Midnight closing is 


enforced pretty generally, but until 
that hour there is little interference 
with dance halls, gambling dives and 
redlight districts unless murder is 
committed.

splendent in red fezzes and green kha 
ki, mingle with Sikhs and Punjabi 
whose long hair and many-coloret 
headdresses are wrapped in somber 
brown.

nople crowds and are so busy looking 
at - each other that tenors from the 
Petrograd opera, naughty French sing- 
ers from Montmaitre and Austrian 
strong-jawed ladies claim but slight 
attentiori. 


Constantinople 
itself Is a grant 


pageant every day. 
Its main thor- 


oughfare, Rue Grand Pera, is more 
fascinating than any scene which pro- 
ducers ever can hope to stage. Camel 
drivers lead their patient trains, bur- 
dened with charcoal, through the ma2e 
of street cars, shrieking army motor- 
cars and carriages, piloted over the 
rough paving at .breakneck speed by 
Turkish hostlers who crack their whips 
and shout constantly at high pitch to 
.pedestrians who venture off the nar- 
row sidewalks. 


Turks mounted on tiny donkeys 


move indifferently through this mael 
strom. Occasionally Turkish peasants 
drive a flock of sheep or turkeys into 
this swirl of traffic and serene oxen 
draw heavy carts along at a pace 
so slow that drivers of military cami- 
ons curse them In 10 languages. 


The narrow, crooked streets of Con- 


stantinople are ill-suited to motor traf- 
fic and the slow-going fatalistic Turk 
is little inclined to change his pace. 
Consequently there are many acci- 
dents and the indifference with which 
foreign military cars are driven has 
done much to'intensify Turkish hatred 
of foreigners. 


Few American Linguists. 


According to the Interchurch World 


movement, thirty-two different 
lan- 


guages besides English are spoken in 
New York city by some 1,700,000 peo- 
ple; 
but, in spite of our polyglot city 


populations, native Americans are Sel- 
dom gifted as linguists. The lines of 
class distinction in America, although 
elastic, are more of a handicap in that 
respect than they are in Europe. The 
European who lives ne:ir on interna- 
tional boundary comes frequently in- 
to contact uith foreigners of his nuto 
social and Intellectual interests, but 
most Americans see little of the for- 
eigners among our people and neither 
inherit nor get by constant practice a 
facility in using other 
tongues. —

CHINESE HAVE 


DAY OF THANKS 


The moon feast Is one of the most 


popular and widely spread of all the 
Chinese pagan festivals. It has many 
of the characteristics of tie ancient 
moon-worsliip ceremonies of Syria and 
Phoenicia, and it comes as near to be- 
ing a thanksgiving festival as any 
heathen feast could ever expect to be, 
celebrating the ingathering of the har- 
vest. To the masses of the Chinese, 
however, there appears to be but a 
faint idea of genuine thanksgiving 
connected with this moon feast It la 
sin,ply the remnant of an ancient In- 
stitution, coming down from the re- 
motest antiquity as a meaningless 
act of nature worship. It is possible 
that in the beginning, among-the early 
Chinese people, the moon festival may 
have -been less pagan and more char- 
acterized by feelings of thankful re- 
joicing than it is at present. However 
that mtiS' be, no wiser choice could 
have been made by the missionaries 
in China toward establishing a genuine 
national Thanksgiving feast than the 
selection of the day of the popular 
moon feast. 


The moon fe:is't was first proclaimed 


a thanksgiving festival in 1906 nt \Vu- 
chnn;, where the large church was 
filled with » well-ordered crowd of 
Chinese, te'ebrnfing for the first time 
the 
n-u-Iy 
appointed thanksgiving 


day. The sacred building was beau- 
tifully adorned, with offerings of staple 
articles of Chinese diet, like beans, 
rice, millet nnd other grains, not to 
spenk of pomegranates, pears, apples, 
wine, salt and flour. 


Wuchang is a great city of nearly a 


million inhabitnn's, situated far up 
rtie Yang-tse-Kiang, iu the heart "of 
China. 
Its central position, among 


the teeming myriads of heathen Chi- 
nese, renders it a good point for the 
spread of helpful and uplifting Ideas 
and truths, and in view of the readi- 
ness of the Chinese at home to adopt 
the best things presented to them for 
their own good, it is expected that the 
old moon feast will be gradually 
adopted, in its newly baptized form, 
as the 
national thanksgiving day 


among the 2,000,000 or 3,000,000 of 
Chinese at present under the influence 
of Christianity, and in this way also 
gradually become the national thanks- 
giving day among the votaries of 
Buddhism, Confucianism, and Taoism, 
in the course of their emancipation 
from the grosser features of these 
time-honored religions.

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PROCLAMATION 


INVOLVES WORK 


It has been customary In recent 


years for the Department of State to 
draft each Thanksgiving proclama- 
tion. 


After the draft has been O. K.'d by 


the President it is handed to the State 
department's expert penman, who in 
his copper-plate chirography writes it 
upon a larjre ^heet nf excellent parch- 
ment, which Is pent to the President 
toT his signature, and then returned 
to the State department to be signed 
by the secretary of state. 
Next It 


must be impressed with the great seal 
of the United States, whose custodian 
Will refnse to place it even upon so 
Important a document unless author- 
ized to do so by a formal warrant 
signed by the President, for the use 
of the great seal nr the possession of 
an Impression thereof without the 
Chief Executive's written authority is 
a grave offense, punishable by law. 
Indeed, the great seal—which was 
made by a Jeweler at a cost of $10,000 
and which is kept locked in a great 
rosewood case—Is the, most sacred in- 
strument used by the government 


Having had this hallowed cipher of 


the republic pressed into it, the new 
Thanksgiving 
proclamation is filed 


away 
in 
the 
State 
department 


archives, later to be bound in its 
chronological order, with other accu- 
mulated proclamations. 


Uncle Sam takes all of these tech- 


nical paing merely to retain the hanfl- 
comely written proclamation 
as Ms j 


own souvenir. But before the instru- 
ment has been filed away a typewrit- 
ten copy is sent to the State depart- 
ment's official printer, who has a shop 
of his own in the basement of our for- 
eign office. 
His printed copies are 


given to tlie newspapers or to anyone 
who wishes. 


Each of the state governors must 


also be sent an exact copy, but the de- 
partment's strict code of etiquotte de- 
mands that Jthese copies must not be 
printed. They are typewritten and 
signed by the President's and secre- 
tary of state's own hands. Each gov- 
ernor then seconds this move of the 
President in appointing the annual 
feast day of thanks and prayer and, 
In their turn, the mayors of cities now 
generally second the move of their 
governors. 
By such indirect means 


flees the prompting of the nation's 
thanks theoretically reach the people, 
who actually receive it directly from 
the President himself through that 
eliminator 
of red-tape delays—the 


daily newspaper. 
In some localities 


the bishops receive the proclamation 
from the governors and hand it down 
In circular form to the lesser clergy, 
who read It from their pulpits upon 
the Sabbath following its issuance. In 
parts of New' England it is still the 
custom to read the proclamation from 
the pulpit on two successive Sundays. 


These infinite pains are taken, de- 


spite the fact that there is nothing in 
the federal statute authorizing a Pres- 
ident to set apart such a holy day. 
But the proclamations make the holi- 
day legal.
